PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Sixty-fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  November, 
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1910  . 

With  a  thankful  heart  I  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  Al- 
mighty God  in  sparing  our  lives,  and  blessing  us  with  healthy 
and  reasonable  success  in  our  work  for  Him. 

I  have  been  active  in  the  work  all  the  year.    I  have  visited 
every   circuit   and   mission,    except   the   Larto   Mission,    going 
^  through  the  entire  work,  visiting  each  class  in  the  district,  with 
the  exception  of  four.     I  have  assisted  our  pastors  in  four  pro- 
tracted meetings. 

About  December  15,  I  gave  Bros.  J.  W.  Terry  and  J.  C. 
Little  the  appointment  of  Conference  Missionaries  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  district. 

About  January  25  I  released  G.  W.  Rockhold  from  Anti- 
och  Circuit  and  supplied  it  with  J.  F.  Hearn. 

About  February  1  I  gave  J.  F.  Reid  the  appointment  of 
Conference  Missionary.  , 

About  December  15  I  gave  T.  II.  Call  his  letter  of  good 
standing.

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Bi-LAWS. 


Sec.  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  etniiled  to  a  seat  in  the  Annual 
Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  his  election;  and  in  the  case  of  alternate,  the  certificates 
shall  so  express  it. 

bee.  2.  Delegates  of  the  Annual.  Conference  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  luil  membersrnp,  ovr  ttte  age 
of  eighteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations  and  missions,  it  shall  be  trie 
duty  of  the  pastor  to  designate  the  time  and  place,  and  give  due  no- 
tice of  the  election.  The  election  shall  be  held  under  the  direction 
of  the  Stewards;  and  they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  and 
caus  the  same  to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference, 
there  to  be  compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  prsons  re- 
ceiving a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  alternate  or 
alternates,  and  receive  certificates  accordingly,  providd  that  m  case  of 
a  tie,  members  of  Quarterly  Conference  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  de- 
cide, and  provided  further,  that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate, 
elected  from  any  work,  are  providentially  hindered  from  attending 
the  Annual  Conference  to  which  they  were  elected,  then  the  pastor  in 
charge  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  rpresent 
such  work  in  the  conference.     , 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders  except  he  be  a 
man  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  piety,  respectable  attain- 
ment, and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Christi- 
anity, and  faithful  in   the  discharge   of  Gospel  duties. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  without  ministe- 
rial work  for  mere  than  one  year;  at  the  end  of  which  time  he 
shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  transferred  to  the  unstationed 
list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing,' 
'1  his  rule  shall  apply  to  any  minister  so  transferred,  provided  he  at 
his  own  request,  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

Sec.  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  circuit,  station 
or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him  by  the  stationing 
authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall  have  expired,  except  by  con- 
cert of  the   President,  for  reason,  by  him   deemed   sufficient. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with  blank  Pas7 
tors  reports  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  each  session  of  the  Conference, 
and  each  pastor  shall  give  a  ftport  of  his  labors  in  disciplinary  form 
and  submit  same  to  Committee  on  Reports  not  later  than  close  of 
the  morning  session  of  first  day.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  discharge  * 
his  duties  herein  set  forth,  and  made  obligatory  upon  him  by  the  dis- 
cipline, such  failure  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  a  reprimand  by  the 
Conference  for  First  offense,  and  location  by  a  vote  of  the  Conference 
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for  the  second  offense. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall,  soon  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet  and  in  committee 
with  the  pastor,  make  the  assessments  as  required  by  the  Discipline 
and  By-Laws,  proportion  same  to  the  several  classes  and  see  that 
same  is  collected  in  due  time,  and  paid  over  to  the  proper  persons  or 
Boards  to  receive  same,  taking  receipts  therefor. 

Sec.  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  except  those  who  are 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  are  contributing  members  in  full  mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  9.Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in  good  standing 
and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference,  provided,  that 
where  a  church,  circuit,  station  or  mission,  has  no  member  of  said 
age,  they  may  place  in  office  in  the  church,  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the 
Annul  Conference  such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such 
as  have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Sec.  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any  action  to  be 
taken   that   involves   the   financial   interest   of  the   church. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward  shall  be  one 
year. 

Sec.  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required  to  receive  and 
hold  all  money  collected  for  the  various  benevolent  purposes  from 
the  different  charges,  also  conference  collections. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Steward  to  settle 
all  incidental  expenses  of  the  conference  out  of  the  conference  collec- 
tions during  its  session,  and  present  the  remainder  to  the  conference 
for   disbursement. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards,  or  the  per- 
sons authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for  the  various 
benevolent  purposes,  taking  receipt,  and  of  which  and  all  other  bus- 
iness in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit  to  the  conference  dur- 
ing the  session  at  which  he  was  appointed,  also  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  15.  Each  pastor  shall  call  the  attention  of  each  class  under 
his  charge  quarterly  to  the  amount  of  his  assessment  for  the  current 
year  made  by  the  stewards.  In  failure  of  which,  class  stewards  will 
not  be  held  responsible  for  the  pastor's  part  of  said  assessment. 

Sec.   16.     There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session   of  the  Annual 
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Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an  opening  sermon  at  the 
sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Sec.  1.7  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  properly  arranged  for  printing  in  the 
annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation, 
and  the  minutes  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books,  journals, 
records  and  proceedings  of  conference  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
conference  at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  19.  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  authority  of  this 
conference,  calling  to  his  aid,  as  council,  one  layman  from  each  work 
represented. 

Sec.  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers  there  shall 
not  be  given  to  any  one  an  appointment  who,  in  the  opinion  of  a 
majority  of  the  members,  is  incompetent  to  the  duties  thereof,  or 
who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appointments,  and  such  ministers 
and  preachers  may  be  transferred  by  conference  to  the  unstationed 
list,  provided,  however,  that  no  minister  or  preacher,  who  in  the 
judgment  of  conference,  is  entitled  to  a  superanuated  relationship 
shall  be  transferred. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  deeds 
be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District  and  have  same  recorded. 

Sec.  22.  These  By-Laws  can  only  be  changed,  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  giving  two  days'  notice  in  open  conference  of  such  change,  al- 
teration or  amendment,  and  it  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  belonging  to  that  session  of  conference. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Sec.  1.  The  conference  shall  meet  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  ad' 
journ  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  meet  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  adjourn  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on  time,  and  cause 
the  conference  to  be  opened  with  religious  services. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  conference,  knit,  in  case  of  such  appeal,  the 
question  will  he  taken  without  debate. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  special- 
ly ordered  by  the  conference. 

Sec.  5. On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  conference, 
he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is  assigned. 

Sec.  6.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the  pres- 
ident  and   secretary  request. 

Sec.  7.      When    a    motion    is   made    and    seconded,    or    a    resolution 
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introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  preesnted,  and  is  read  by  the 
secretary  or  stated  by  the  president,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession 
of  the  conference,  but  any  motion  or  resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by 
the  mover  with  .consent  of  the  conference  at  any  time  before  the 
amendment  ot  decision. 

Sec.  8.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken 
without  debate. 

Sec.  9.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  one  under  consideration  lias  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done 
by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  should 
intervene,  which  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  which  they  are 
placed,  namely:  1,  Indefinite  postponement;  2,  laying  on  the  table;  3, 
reference  to  a  committee;  4,  postponement  to  a  given  time;  5,  substi- 
tute; 6,  amendment.     A  substitute  or  amendment  may  be  amended. 

Sec.  10.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  conference,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully  ad- 
dress the  president,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Sec.  11.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except 
by  the  president,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  ques- 
tion or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any  member 
may  call  the  attention  of  the  president  to  the  subject  when  he  deems 
a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks 
himself  misrepresented. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  to  a  question  of  privi- 
lege he  shall  briefly  state  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  him 
to  proceed  until  the  president  shall  have  decided  it  a  privileged  ques- 
tion. 

Sec.  13. No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken,  provided,  however,  that 
tiie  mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Sec.  14.  When  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted 
with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  reconsider  A  non-debatable  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

vSec.  15.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Sec.  16.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  president, 
except  by  leave  of  the  conference,  when  he  has  been  ncessarily  absent. 

Sec.   17.     Every  member  who  is  in   the  bar  at  the   time   the   ques- 
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tion  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  conference,  for  special  reason, 
excuse  him. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  conference,  and  if  the  call  be  sus- 
tained by  one-third  o  fthe  members  present,  the  vote  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  that  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  conference; 
except,  in  case  in  which  character  is  involved;  and  if  sustained  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds,  the  question  shall  be  so  taken. 

Sec.  20.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  21.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  committees 
on  subjects  of  general  interest,  and  notify  said  chairman  of  his  appoint- 
ment at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  conference. 

Sec.  22.     The   committee   on   examination   shall  be   appointed   one 

year  in  advance  and  shall  meet  at  place  of  next  Annual  Conference  one 

day  prior  to.  the  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  under-graduates 

meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 

ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPLES. 

Sec.  1.  A  Christian  church  is  a  society  of  believers  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  is  of  divine  institution. 

Sec.  2.  Christ  is  the  only  Head  of  the  Church,  and  the  Word  of 
God  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  who  loves  the  Lord  Jseus  Christ,  and  obeys 
the  Gospel  of  God,  our  Savior,  ought  to  be  deprived  of  church  mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  4.  Every  man  has  an  inalienable  right  to  private  judgment 
in  matters  of  religion,  and  equal  right  to  express  his  opinion  in  any 
way  which  will  not  violate  the  laws  of  God  or  the  right  of  his  fellow 
men. 

Sec.  5.  Church  trials  should  be  conducted  on  Gospel  principles 
only,  and  no  minister  or  member  should  be  ex-communicated  except 
for  immorality,  the  propagation  of  unchristian  doctrine,  or  for  the 
neglect  of  duties  enjoined  by  the  Word  of  God. 

Sec.  6.  The  pastoral  or  ministerial  office  and  duties  are  of  Divine 
appointment,  and  all  elders  in  the  church  of  God  are  equal,  but  minis- 
ters are  forbidden  to  be  lords  over  God's  heritage,  or  to  have  dominion 
over  the  faith  of  the  Saints. 

Sec.  7.     The  church  lias  the  right  to  form  and  enforce  such  rules 
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and  regulations  as  is  inherent  in  the  ministers  and  members  of  the 
church,  but  so  much  of  the  power  may  be  delegated  from  time  to  time, 
upon  a  plan  of  representation,  as  they  may  judge  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  the  duty  of  ministers  and  members  of  the  church  to 
maintain  godliness,  and  to  oppose  all  moral  evil. 

Sec.  9.  It  is  obligatory  on  ministers  of  the  gospel  to  be  faithful 
in  discharging  their  pastoral  and  ministerial  duties,  and  it  i-,  obligatory 
on  its  members  to  esteem  the  ministers  highly  for  their  work's  sake, 
and  render  them  a  righteous  compensation  for  their  labors. 

Sec.  10.  The  church  ought  to  secure  at  all  her  official  bodies  the 
necessary  authority  for  good  government;  but  she  has  no  ria'ht  to 
.  create  any  distinct  or  independent  sovereignties.
